Romanian Communists Demonstrating 
New Terror, Dump Bodies On Street 


FRANKFURT, Germ.any (A—Re­ 
liably informants reported today 
that Romania’s Communist 
gov­ 
ernment has launched a new wave 
of terror, executing hundreds of 
opponents and dumping bodies on 
the street. 
The inform, ants said they had 
checked and doublechecked the re­ 
ports because of their “unbeUeva- 
hie nature.” They claimed several 
hundred persons- apparently 
had 
been executed summarily in re­ 
cent months. 
The sources said the first re­ 
ports of the executions and public 


display of bodies on the streets 
came from refugees reaching the 
West as early as last autumn. 
The refugee reports were later 
confirmed, it was said, and since 
then new and fresher reports of 
the terror wave have been reach­ 
ing Western sources. 
By exhibiting the bodies on the 
street, Romania's Red regime ap­ 
parently wished: to terrorise 'the 
population and warn that opposi 
tion would not be tolerated. 
Nothing about the reported exe 
cutions has appeared in the Com­ 
munist press. 


The sources here said one refu­ 
gee from Romania reported see­ 
ing three or four corpses lying in. 
front of a textile store in Bucharest 
last December. 
The refugee said “the Commu 
nist poEce told passersby that the 
victims had. been caught trying to 
rob the store.”

Crook' always did what wa* to 
he done He always smiled, hut 
he also held behind his smile the 
fierce pride alt true craftsmen 
have in a job they love. 
Last summer, after 52 years 
in the same old salt mine, John 
ny Crooks was put out to pasture 
on a well-earned pension 
But, 
Uke many another retired man, 
he became desperately unhappy. 
He cured himself by going out 
and taking a job in a new field. 
“ The best remedy for retire­ 
ment sickness is 
work,” 
says 
Johnny 
Any man wondering 
how 
to 
whip the 
“ retirement 
blues” 
might be interested in Johnny’s 
story. Here it is I 


In 1903 Johnny, a bandy-legged 
boy of 14. solemn in the dignity 
of knee britches and bowler hat. 
applied for and received the post 
of night office boy for the Asso­ 
ciated Press, then as now the 
world** largest news gathering 
organization, for 
a 
salary 
of 
$4.50 a week. The day office boys 
got $3 50. 
It was a big sacrifice for John 
ny In his heart he really want 
sd to be a jockey. He was built 
for it in slimness of body and a 
whtphke agility of mind. 
Instead he became a typewrit­ 
er jockey, one of the fastest of 
hts day. 


For 40 years he was the news 
librarian of the Associated Press, 
filing on cards the history of a 
generation of news as 
it 
was 
made from day to day. 
He also filed it in his heart, 
and when you asked him for it— 
well, it was there. Johnny was a 
long lesson in loyalty. He was 
strictly an organization man. He 
didn t get to travel much himself 
(there was a family to be rais­ 
ed) but he traveled and suffered 
in spirit with scores of foreign 
correspondents. 
His closest buddy was the late 
Jim Mills, dean of war reporters 
in his time, whom Gandhi once 
said he expected would be wait­ 
ing to interview him at the gates 
of heaven. 
They 
both 
have 
reached the gates since 
then, 
but Jim hasn’t found a way to 
get the story through. 
When Johnny Crooks, this skin­ 
ny reservoir of 
news 
history, 
went to pasture 
last 
summer 
there was a big gap left in the 
office where he had worked for 
so long. 
Johnny wasn’t happy 
either. 
He cherished the inscribed gold 
watch (it was what be wanted) 
and other farew’cll souvenir gifts 
for more than half a century of 
service. He got a pension. He al­ 
so was free every day to watch 
tracks where, as a boy, he had 
dreamed of riding. 
But he missed the daily bugle

Chills and fever frequently go 
hand in hand. 
A chill, or involuntary shiver­ 
ing attack with a sense of cold 
ness and pallor of the skin, gen 
orally follows about an hour after 
a foreign substance is introduced 
into the blood stream. Such sub 
stances may be parasites, bader 
ia or bacterial products or even 
vaccines. 


Cause of lever 
This chill boosts your bodV’» 
heat production 
without 
much 
change in the heat loss When this 
heat production e x c e e d s heat 
loss, you’ve got a fever. 
Unless there’s a head injury, 
fever seldom exceeds 106 5 de­ 
grees. For persons confined to 
their beds, any t e rn p e rature 
above 98 6 may be considered a 
fever. For persons who have been 
recently moderately active, tem­ 
peratures alcove 99 0 degrees are 
fevers. Usually, normal rectal 
temperatures are from .05 to 1.0 
degrees above oral temperatures 


Simelimes Helpful 
While fever often is useless and 
even harmful, sometimes^ is be 
lieved helpful. Antibody produc­ 
tion, we believe, is enhanced by 
high body t e rn p e ratures. This 
high temperature may also help 
mobilize other mechanisms for 
defense during infections. Also, 
the temperature inhibits certain 


microorganisms such as gonococ­ 
cus and others 
Extremely high fever, however, 
can be fatal in itself. Some fevers 
increase the oxygen and nourish­ 
ment demands of tissues 
and 
cause quite a bit of harm. Pro­ 
longed fever weakens a person 
by increasing metabolism. 


Doctor’s Advice 
While your physician must de 
eide how to combat the fever and 
other symptoms, he’ll probably 
advise that water be given the 
patient every hour to compensate 
for fluid loss Maybe one to three 
grams of sodium chloride should 
be given three times a day if the 
salt intake is low. 
Sponge baths, a sheet hath, an

Times Change — 
So Do Politics 
By George Sokolsky 


Probably th* most Interesting 
political novel of this generation 
is “ The Last Hurrah” by Ed­ 
win O'Connor. The essential truth 
of this story is that while fashions 
change and times give the im­ 
pression qj being different, it is 
only human interests and neces­ 
sities that really move in new 
direction*. While it is possible to 
identify the Bostonians of whom 
Mr. O’Connor write*, it is also 
possible to duplicate such person­ 
alties in other cities, particularly 
in New York where I would be 
more familiar with them. 
And in both cities, the st rn cele 
for position and power was the 
same and to a degree remains 
the same except that the na­ 
tionalities and religions ar; dif­ 
ferent. This tale deals with the 
Irish * Catholic conquest of Bol­ 
ton and ends when the younger

Hungarian aod Bohemian Jews. 
The Russian and Polish Ie wish 
communities came later «tnd had 
to struggle for a place in the 
life of the community not only 
against their predecessors b a t 
against the opulent German Jew'- 
lab community which, at the ’urn 
of the century , were unfriendly to 
the new arrivals although they 
did support a large number of 
charitable and educational insti­ 
tutions. 51 any of the leading per- 
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•tonalities of the German - Jewish 
community achieved notable po­ 
sition* in American political life: 
some of them intermarried and 
their families have disappeared 
from the Jewish community. 
It is interesting to note that no 
Jew was ever elected Mayor of 
New* York and that no Jew has 
been head of Tammany Ha l l . 
On the other hand, Samuel Roe 
mg did become the leader of the 
Republican party in New York, 
although it must be admitted that 
that party had ceased to be very 
important in this area at mat 
time or since 
The new’ group to follow the 
Jew* is the Italian w’hich achiev­ 
ed leadership, particularly in the 
Democratic party in a surprising­ 
ly short time. Italians play poli­ 
tics very differently from th e 
Irish or the Jews. They are not 
given to forming tight 
groups 
that fight for each other. Fiord- 
lo La Guardia was a Republican, 
Socialist, a New Dealer all at the 
same time. Vito Marcant o n t o 
must have been a Republican at 
one time when he closely follow­ 
ed La Guardia. He became a 
proponent of Mussolini and then 
an associate of the communists, 
if not a party functionary. Neith­ 
er La Guardia nor Marcantonio 
represented the emerging Balian 
community in New York. P e r- 
hapx, the first important leader 
was the late Generoso Pope, pub­ 
lisher of the leading Italian news-

M ay Come Together 


He Makes New Start At 66 
NEW YORK 
m — John R. 
Crooks always did what was to 
be done 
He always smiled, but 
he also held behind his smile the 
fierce pride all true craftsmen 
have in a job they love. 
Last summer, after 52 years 
in the same old salt mine, John 
ny Crooks was put out to pasture 
on a well-earned pension. But, 
like many another retired man, 
he became desperately unhappy. 
He cured himself by going out 
and taking a job in a new field. 
“The best remedy for retire­ 
ment sickness is work,” says 
Johnny. 
Any man wondering how to 
whip the 
“retirem ent 
blues” 
might be interested in Johnny’s 
story. Here it is : 
In 1903 Johnny, a bandy-legged 
boy of 14. solemn in the dignity 
of knee britches and bowler hat. 
applied for and received the post 
of night office boy for the Asso­ 
ciated Press, 'then as now the 
world's largest news gathering 
organization, for a salary of 
$4.50 a week. The day office boys 
got $3.50. 
It was a big sacrifice for John­ 
ny. In his heart he really want­ 
ed to be a jockey. He was built 
for it in slimness of body and a 
whiplike agility of mmd. 
Instead he became a typewrit­ 
er jockey, one of the fastest of 
his day. 


For 40 years he was the news 
librarian of the Associated Press, 
filing on cards the history of a 
generation of-news as it was 
made from day to day. 
He also filed it in his heart, 
and when you asked him for it— 
well, it was there. Johnny was a 
long lesson in loyalty. He was 
strictly an organization man. He 
didn’t get to travel much himself 
(there was a family to be rais­ 
ed) but he traveled and suffered 
in spirit with scores of foreign 
correspondents. 
His closest buddy was the late 
Jim Mills, dean of war reporters 
in his time, whom Gandhi once 
said he expected would be wait­ 
ing to interview him at the gates 
of heaven. They

reached the gates since 
then, 
but Jim hasn’t found a w'ay to 
get the story through. 
When Johnny Crooks, this skin­ 
ny reservoir of news history, 
went to pasture last summer 
there was a big gap left in the 
office where he had worked for 
so long.

Chills and fever frequently go 
hand in hand. 
A chill, or involuntary shiver­ 
ing attack with a sense of cold­ 
ness and pallor of the skin, gen­ 
erally follows about an hour after 
a foreign substance is introduced 
into the blood stream . Such sub­ 
stances may be parasites, bacter­ 
ia or bacterial products or even 
vaccines. 
Cause of Fever 
This chill boosts your bodV’s 
heat production without much 
change in the heat loss. When this 
heat production e x c e e d s heat 
loss, you’ve got a fever. 
Unless there’s a head injury, 
fever seldom exceeds 106.5 de­ 
grees. For persons confined to 
their beds, any t e m p e rature 
above 98.6 may be considered a 
fever. For persons who have been 
recently moderately active, tem ­ 
peratures above 99.0 degrees are 
fevers. Usually, normal rectal 
tem peratures are from .05 to 1.0 
degrees above oral tem peratures. 
Sometimes Helpful 
While fever often is useless and 
even harmful, sometimesdt is be­ 
lieved helpful. Antibody produc­ 
tion, we believe, is enhanced by 
high body t e m p e ratures. This 
high tem perature may also help 
mobilize other mechanisms for 
defense during infections. Also, 
the tem perature inhibits certain 


microorganisms such as gonococ­ 
cus and others. 
Extremely high fever, however, 
can be fatal in itself. Some fevers 
increase the oxygen and nourish­ 
ment demands of tissues and 
cause quite a bit of harm . Pro­ 
longed fever weakens a person 
by increasing metabolism. 
Doctor’s Advice 
While your physician must de­ 
cide how to combat the fever and 
other symptoms, he’ll probably 
advise that water be given the 
patient every hour to compensate 
for fluid loss. Maybe one to three 
grams of sodium chloride should 
be given three times a day if the 
salt intake is low. 
Sponge baths, a sheet bath, an 
ice w ater enema or cold head 
compresses may be advised to 
help reduce the tem perature. 
Your doctor can also administer 
any of a number of drugs which 
will help lower the fever. 
If the patient must stay in bed 
any length of time, you can give 
him daily soap-and-water baths 
Follow these up with an alcohol 
back rub. Besides keeping him 
clean, they’ll help his morale.

'ayette County Years Ago 


Times Change — So Do Politics 
By George Sokoisky 
Probably the most interesting 
political novel of this generation 
is “The Last H urrah” by Ed­ 
win O'Connor. The essential truth 
of this story is that while fashions 
change and times give the im­ 
pression q| being different, it is 
only human interests and neces­ 
sities that really move in new 
directions. While it is possible to 
identify the Bostonians of whom 
Mr. O’Connor writes, it is also 
possible to duplicate such person­ 
alties in other cities, particularly 
in New York where I would be 
more fam iliar with them. 
And in both cities, the struggle 
for position and power was the 
same and to a degree remains 
the same except that the na­ 
tionalities and religions ara dif­ 
ferent. This tale deals with the 
Irish - Catholic conquest of Bos­ 
ton and ends when the younger 
generation becomes less cogni­ 
zant of the reasons for the earlier 
struggle and drops the old lead­ 
ership 
In the large northeastern cities, 
the Irish were usually followed 
by a large Jewish migration. Up 
to the time of Hiller, the Jews 
were rapidly assimilated *n the 
indigenous community, usua 11 y 
taking their places in the politi­ 
cal We of both parties In New 
York, for instance, up to t h e 
time that A1 Smith became gov­ 
ernor, most of the Jews who en­ 
tered politics were Republicans 
and Reformers. This was. largely 
a Gerrnan-Jew ish community un­ 
der which term must be included 
Hungarian and Bohemian Jews. 
The Russian and Polish Jewish 
communities came later and had 
to struggle for a place in the 
life of the community not only 
against their predecessors h j t 
against the opulent German-Jew­ 
ish community which, at the turn 
of the century, were unfriendly to 
the new arrivals although they 
did support a large number of 
charitable and educational insti­ 
tutions. Many of the leading per- 
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sodalities of the German - Jewish 
community achieved notable po­ 
sitions in American political life: 
some of them interm arried and 
their families have disappeared 
from the Jewish community... 
It is interesting to note that no 
Jew was ever elected Mayor of 
New York and that no Jew has 
been head of Tammany Ha l l . 
On the other hand, Samuel Koe­ 
nig. did become the leader of the 
Republican party In New York, 
although it must be admitted that 
that party had ceased to be very 
important in thi* area at mat 
time or since 
The newf group to follow the 
Jews is. the Italian which achiev­ 
ed leadership, particularly in ihe 
Democratic party in a surprising­ 
ly" short time. Italians play poli­ 
tics very differently from th e 
Irish or the: Jews. They are not 
given to forming tight -groups 
that fight for each other. Fiorel- 
lo La Guardia was a Republican, 
Socialist, a New Dealer all at ihe 
same time. Vito Marcant o n i o 
must have been, a Republican at 
one time when he closely follow­ 
ed La Guardia. He became a 
proponent of Mussolini and then 
an associate of the communists, 
if not a party functionary. Neith­ 
er La Guardia nor Marc an ton io 
represented the emerging Italian 
community in New York. P e r ­ 
haps, the first important leader 
was the late Generoso Pope, pub­ 
lisher of the leading Italian news­ 
paper in the United States, “II 
Progresso.” 
It was not , however, u n t i l 
Carmine De Sapio appeared cn 
the scene that the Italians moved 
into a primary position. De Sapio 
emerged in the orthodox political 
manner, from district leader, to 
county chairman to national com­ 
mitteeman. In each instance, he 
took over a position which had 
traditionally been held by 
Irish - Catholic. The change def­ 
initely represented a shift in pop­ 
ulation and a loss of interest *n 
party politics by the older group 
as it grew richer, more certain 
of itself and less concerned with 
the struggle for power. 
Incidentally, in New York, the 
Negroes are emerging forcefully 
to political leadership. They are 
not encountering the resistance 
that really is in the heart of Ed­ 
win O’Connor's “ The Last Hur­ 
rah.” They are being catered to 
by both parties, being given good 
positions in increasingly l a r g e 
numbers. The president of the 
borough of Manhattan, H u Ian 
Jack, has reached the highest 
non-judicial position for a negro, 


but the judicial .appointments are 
increasing in number H u 1 a n 
Jack is a Democrat. 
Edwin O’Connor’s novel re 
minds the reader of this most in 
teresting phenomenon in Amen 
can ..history, one which. I have 
personally witnessed from th e 
days of Charley Murphy a n d 
Herbert Parsons, to Sam Koenig 
and Carmine De Sapio And make 
no mistake, this kind of local 
politics has profoundly affected 
national policy and national ad­ 
ministration.

County to Honor 4-H Club Members and Work This Week 


National 4-H 
Week Marks 42 
Years of Work 


Fayette County youngsters and 
parents will be 4-H conscious this 
week. 
It’s National 4-H Week, the time 
to honor the approximately 850 Fay 
ette County boys and girls taking 
part in 4-H Club program and the 
adults who help them along. 
Last year, there were 570 girls 
and 264 boys active in 4-H clubs 
throughout the county. Most of 
them, 272 girls and 226 boys came 
from farm homes. A few, 30 girls 
and eight boys, lived in rural areas 
but not on farms. The rest, 268 girls 
and 30 boys, lived in Washington 
C. H. 
Started back in 1914 along with 
the Extension Service of the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture, the 
national 4-H organ i z a t i o n has 
been increasing in activity and 
numbers ever since. 
Here in Fayette County the num­ 
ber of youngsters taking part in 
4-H have grown, along with the na­ 
tional increase. 
Back in 1952, there were 586 tak­ 
ing part in this county. Last year 
there were 834. This year the Ex­ 
tension Service expects 850 to 900 
members. 
Of the 59 clubs active last year, 
ten were new. This year W. W. 
Montgomery, County Agent, ex­ 
pects over 60 by the time enroll­ 
ment is completed April 1.

BF.HIND the clubs is the 4-H 
council, a group of 13 club advisors 
who plan the activities for the year. 
Right now Associate Agent Phil­ 
ip Grover is visiting schools, show­ 
ing films on 4-H work, answering, 
questions and explaining the details 
to potential 4-H members, or ad-* 
visors and parents. 
Montgomery 'pointed out that, 
while the Extension Service does 
the work of organization and get­ 
ting the clubs together, it is the 
advisors who do m o s t of the 
work. They pretty much run tneir 
own show, with advice from the 
Extension office. 
The individual club member se­ 
lects his own project, from live­ 
stock raising to cooking and sew- 
tng, soil and water conservation, 
or money management. 
Members of the clubs receive 
definite training in giving demon­ 
strations, group leadership, music 
appreciation, farm and home safe­ 
ty, citizenship, personality improve­ 
ment, health, nursing and first aid, 
bakmg. canning, freezing, judging, 
home furnishings, child care, crop 
production and t r a c t o r mainte­ 
nance. 
There are a couple of high spots 
of 4-H club work during the year. 
One is the 4-H camp, Camp Clif­ 
ton, during the summer. Over 200 
from here attended last year.

WASHINGTON UR—The nation's 
railroads had permission today to 
boost by 6 per cent the rates they 
charge for most freight they haul 
across state lines. 
In the fastest general rate in 
crease action on record, the In 
terstate Commerce Commission 
yesterday authorized the in­ 
crease to become effective Wed 
nesday. 
On many farm commodities and j 
some minerals, the ICC ordered 
the rate increase held under 6 per 
cent.The same increases were auth­ 
orized also for domestic water 
carriers. 
The railroads had sought a flat 
7 per cent rate rise, citing in­ 
creased labor and materials costs. 


Industry officials estimated the 
ICC order would result in hiking 
freight billings by about $423 mil­ 
lion a year. 
The commission limited to 5 per 
cent the advance on grains, live­ 
stock, fresh meats, and packing­ 
house products. 
It ruled that coal and coke 
freight rates could not he in­ 
creased more than 15 cents a 
ton. Lignite increases were held 
to 7 cents a ton. 
Similar “hold-down*" were or­ 
dered to fresh fruits and vegetab­ 
les. melons, nuts, canned and pre­ 
served foods, lumber products, 
sugar, syrup, phosphate rock, salt, 
potash and manure salts. 
Railroad men said these quali­ 
fications made the rate revision
